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Rhodes Pledges Conciliation With Democrats

The Ohio G eneral Assem bly 
has adjourned until February, 
and its m em bers may need that 
long 
to d ig e st 
ev ery th in g 
presented to them W ednesday 
by Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes. 
In his “State of the State" 
m essage to a joint legislative 
session, the governor pledged 
con ciliation 
w ith 
m ajority 
Dem ocrats, proposed a variety 
of new program s, gave a broad 
outline of his planned two-year 
budget and ch a llen g ed the 
Dem ocrats to spend the tax­ 
payers’ money w isely. 
Most la w m a k ers 
rea cted 


positively as the House and 
S en a te 
ap p oin ted 
stan d in g 
com m ittees, the House adopted 
its rules and both cham bers 
went home until Feb. 1. 
Rhodes pledged to work with 
the Dem ocrats “with a spirit of 
cooperation toward building a 
better Ohio in every w ay.” He 
asked the 
lawm akers 
to do 
likew ise to accom plish his No. 1 
objective — jobs. 
“ G overn m en t 
is 
c o m ­ 
prom ise, that’s all it is," said 
Rhodes his 38-minute speech 
“We lay open to you today an 
open mind and an open heart.” 
To the delight of Republicans, 


the governor cited his adm inis­ 
tration’s progress during the 
last two years and touched on 
virtually every area of state 
governm ent 
in 
proposing

variety of new program s which

without additional taxes in 1977- 
78. 
E ven vetera n D em ocrats 
praised 
Rhodes’

Nevertheless, Maloney said 
he was pleased with the tone of 
thegoveronor's speech.

Legislators To Protest 
Law On Sulphur Dioxide 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - 
At least three Ohio legislators 
said Wednesday they will carry 
their objections to US. Envi­ 
ronmental Protection Agency’s 
sulphur dioxide standards for 
Ohio to Washington next week. 
At a joint news conference, 
four senators and three re­ 
p resen ta tiv es 
ag reed 
th at 
imposition of the standards 
would 
cause 
w idespread 
unemployment in Ohio coal 
fields and drastically increase 
electric utility prices. 
‘T he simple, easy way is to 
relax the standards,” said Rep. 
AG Lancione. D-Bellaire, dean 
of 
the Ohio 
House, 
whose 
district includes Belmont Coun­ 
ty, Ohio’s largest and richest 
coal mining county. 
Among those who said they 
would carry 
their fight 
to 
Washington were Rep. Arthur 
R.Bowers, D-Steubenville, Rep. 
W illiam 
E. Hinig, 
D-New 
Philadelphia and Sen. Harry 
Meshel, D-Youngstown. 
At the second and concluding 
day of a hearing on the stan­ 
dards held by the Ohio EPA 
Wednesday, Bowers gave Ohio 
EPA director Ned Williams a 
petition signed by 85 of the 99 
Ohio House m em bers and at 
least 20 of the 33 state senators 
Bow ers 
circu lated 
the 
petition in the house and Sens 
Oakley Collins, R-Ironton, and 
Harry- Meshel, D-Youngstown, 
circulated it in the senate 


It asked for a "go slow” 
approach on the pollution 
standards, 
taking 
into con­ 
sideration their effect on the 
state’s 15,000 coal miners and 
the electric utility industry. 
Concerning the trip to Wa­ 
shington, Bowers said the 
delegation would "m eet with 
(Ohio’s) congressional delega­ 
tion 
— a t 
least 
on 
our 
(Democratic) side — to get 
them to lead the fight.” 
"Sometimes I think its little 
old ladies in tennis shoes who 
make these decisions,” com ­ 
plained Bow ers, who also 
testified against the regulations 
before the Ohio EPA hearing 
here. 
The hearing was the fourth 
and final held by the agency to 
take testimony on whether to 
adopt and enforce the federal 
standards in total or revise 
them.

Gary W Dubin of the Dubin and 
Joseph law firm of Cleveland 
THE CASE asks the court to 
immediately restrain and to 
preliminarily and permanently 
enjoin the defendants from de­ 
certifying the Wellsville nur­ 
sing home facility and from de­ 
certifying any other nursing 
home facility of the plaintiffs 
without due process. 
The suit asks that the welfare 
d irecto r be enjoined from 
cutting off vendor payments 
and welfare funds to the home 
and from removing any pa­ 
tients 
The court also is asked to de­ 
clare the welfare director is 
acting unconstitutionally and 
arbitrarily assessing a cost rate 
to thoplaintiffs “contrary to all 
facts which have been pre­ 
sented to the defendant on 
many occasions at both facili­ 
ties.” and also asks the court to 
order the welfare director to 
make a complete reappraisal of

THE SUIT says Dr Acker­ 
man recommended to the wel­ 
fare director that the Wellsville 
home 
be decertified; 
that 
welfare funds be cut off and 
that welfare patients he re­ 
moved. 


11 points out the plaintiff has a 
valid nursing home operator's 
license for the Wellsville home, 
and that the plaintiff "w as one 
of the first of the older nursing 
homes to install a supervised, 
autom atic sprinkler system in 
conformity with the Ohio Re­ 
vised Code.”

Uncle Sam has begun mailing his annual post- 
Christmas gift to his nephews and nieces — the 
1976 income tax return forms Tax experts have 
been warning for weeks that, if anything. 
■ reform s" in the tax law voted by Congress last 
fall have further complicated what is already a 
dreaded annual yearly chore for millions of 
Americans 
It could be a ' disaster,” asserts the Kiphnger 
Tax Letter All the elements are there: New 
forms 
. 
revised old forms 
forms mailed 
later than usual 
changes that apply 
retroactively 
instructions written before 
regulations under the new law are out . . . 
The IRS expects to be swamped by requests 
for help, but won't be able to five the same level 
erf assistance as before because Congress did not 
increase its budget. 
A lot of taxpayers are in for a rude shock. Sick 
pay recipients, for example. They spent their 


sick pay in 1976 thinking it was tax free — which 
it was, until Oct. 4. when Congress altered the 
law retroactively to Jan. 1. 
Similar examples of legislated confusion could 
be multiplied endlessly. Each so-called reform in 
the tax law has done nothing but pile new 
minutiae atop old minutiae, further complexity 
atop existing complexity, and provide continuing 
employment for armies of tax consultants, tax 
preparers, tax interpreters, tax reporters, tax 
lawyers and tax court judges 
Maybe when things get bad enough, maybe 
when we really have a disaster, we will begin 
thinking about true tax reform — reform that 
would wipe all the deductions, exemptions, 
exclusions, limitations, etc., etc., etc., off the 
books and establish simple flat rates for all 
categories of taxpayer. 
Impossible? The system we have now is not 
very far from that situation.

Apparently the news of the 
assassination had dam aged 
those social bonds which had 
caused people to return the lost 
wallets.

Hornstein 
of 
Columbia 
University Teachers College 
set up an experiment in which 
two groups erf subjects listened 
to a music program which was 
interrupted

bulletins. 
One of the news shorts 
reported that a clergyman had 
donated a kidney to save a 
dying man’s life. The other 
reported that a clergyman had 
strangled 
a 
72-year-old 
sculptress who was beloved by 
neighborhood children for her 
statues of Winnie the Pooh. 
Those students who heard the 
good news had significantly 
higher opinions of their fellows 
than did those who had heard 
the bad news. 
The fake news ploy was then 
used with other group» 
of 
subjects who were put into 
situations where they could 
either compete or cooperate 
with a stranger. 
Those who had heard the 
good news were more likely to 
cooperate, while 
the 
others 
were more competitive. 
The researchers conclude 
that news about the evil deeds 


of other humans breaks down 
vital social bonds "It teaches 
us that other people are not like 
us. This disruption of group 
ties, in turn, leads logically to 
various selfish, distrustful and 
antisocial 
attitudes 
and 
behavior.” 
The implications for the news 
media, as the authors point out, 
are immense. 
Should the media undertake 
the responsibility for preser­ 
ving the fabric of society by 
dow nplaying 
bad 
news? 
(Forget, for a moment, the 
basic 
econom ic 
fact 
that 
horrifying 
headlines 
sell 
newspapers.) Or should news 
editors strive to portray society 
as accurately as they can — 
even though that pjortrait shows 
an increasing brutalization of 
human life and institutions? 
The questions raised by 
Holloway and Hornstein are 
quite difficult. 
No one disputes the fact that 
over the last decade America’s 
cities have become places of 
fear and paranoia. Contacts 
with strangers require im ­ 
pulses of bravery they never 
aid before. And fantasies of 
cutting bonds — of fleeing 
society and seeking refuge in 
unsettled 
places 
— 
are 
widespread. 
Still, history teaches us that 
ignorance of conditions is often 
a prelude to slaughter. And in a 
time of danger, silence is a 
treacherous consolation.

‘T hat’s just it,” he said. “I do 
what you say when I agree with 
you. ~ '0 do other seniors I know. 
Can’, you do a few columns 
about the special joyful or 
pleasant things that result from 
our old age and our life in re­ 
tirement? 
"You’ve got a point there,” I 
admitted “I’ll think about it. 
Thanks for calling.” 
Quickly, I ran into trouble. 
The special joyful or pleasant 
experiences that my critic 
speaks of are generally per­ 


sonal matters. Wiiat is pleasant 
and joyful for one senior may 
be quite the opposite for 
another or for ma.ny others. The 
aged and retired are as varied 
in their likes and dislikes as are 
the young. 
It would be presumptuous for 
a writer, therefore, to suggest 
that his own areas of satisfac­ 
tion are in some way equally 
satisfying to many. 
My own great and continuous 
source of deep contentment is 
the time between 2 a.m. and 4 
a.m., Monday through Friday. 
The quiet heart of the night is 
my time for self-renewal. Those 
hours are completely my own. 
The world is asleep. But I am 
excitedly awake I am totally 
alone. My 
fancies 
take on 
bright or somber colors. My 
memories of good times glow 
with warmth. The memories of 
past difficulties and pains 
suffered long ago are diffused. 
Only my present age and my 
retirement from a steady job 
make these two blessed hours 
of selfdom possible. When 
young, I sang with others: 
It’s three o’clock in the morn­ 
ing 
We’ve danced the whole 
night through 
But, except 
for 
Saturday 
night, the time did not belong to 
me. Always, there was the 
sense of guilt. “I’ll be pooped 
and unable to do a day's work 
tomorrow.” Usually, there was 
the feeling of doing something 
basically wrong 
Such carousing was generally 
unacceptable among 
serious 
hard-working people in our day. 


Those of us who are now elderly 
went to sleep at a normal hour. 
“On time” was when the office, 
the factory or the shop opened. 
And the boas or foreman was 
there to check us in. 
In retirement, I make my 
own “on time” rules. Most 
television bores me I doze off 
after the seven o’clock news. 
Within minutes, I am soundly 
sawing wood (no pun intended). 
Awake between 1 and 2 a.m., I 
freshen up. I sip a glass of milk. 
I read a book. I search for 
music appropriate to the mood 
of that moment. 
It comes on to 2 a .m. and I am 
Mr. Free-and-Easy, making the 
deep night my very own. Who 
needs the dreams which come 
with sleep7 The fantasies of 
wakefulness are ever so much 
more rewarding. 
Now, I come back to the 
friendly voice on the phone 
which sparked this small con­ 
fession. The pleasures of retire­ 
ment and aging are not univer­ 
sal. Neither are the sorrows. 
Time is what we have Each 
of us according to our personal 
desires seeks out those parts of 
“time” that our non-employed 
condition permits us to enjoy. 
None of those private pleasures 
belong in a column Terrible 
things are being done to us 
older Americans All of us are 
involved in and share the re­ 
sponsibility of fighting for im­ 
provements of our lot.

WASHINGTON — Auto union 
chief Leonard 
Woodcock, 
a 
whimsical student of pragmatic 
power, is an historic collector of 
friendships — running all the 
way from the late, probably 
cremated Jimmy Hoffa to the 
self-assu red, hard-nosed in­ 
coming Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, Mike Blumenthal. Hardly 
the least powerful of his friends 
are George Meany and Jimmy 
Carter. 
Thereby spins a story in­ 
siders see as more than the 
"big one” of 1977, but rather the 
critical event of the enigmatic 
’80s. This will be the massing of 
all American labor into one 
behem oth 
federation, 
the 
w orld’s 
largest and 
m ost 
politically powerful. 
Barring atomic cataclysms, 
the new “movement” is seen, in 
effect, governing 
Am erica 
much as the British Labor 
Party has in the U.K. and 
German labor’s "DGB” has in 
the Federal Republic. 
An introspective, though oc­ 
c a sio n a lly 
h o t-tem p ered , 
Fabian socialist, Woodcock will 
be 66 in February. He must, of 
course, retire under the rules of 
most old CIO unions. Always, 
unlike the late Walter Reuther 
whom he succeeded in 1970, 
Woodcock has worked for a 
single, merged American labor 
central organization. And he 
has made it possible for another 
m erger-m inded auto union 
chief, 60-year-old Scottish-born 
Doug 
F raser, 
the 
UAW- 
C hrysler section leader, to 
become president of the 1.4- 
nlillion-member union. 
It’s a 100-to-l shot Fraser will 
take office at the UAW con­ 
vention in Los Angeles next 
May 15-21. He is dedicated to 
reaffiliation with the AFL-CIO 
which Reuther bolted in a se­ 
ries of maneuvers in the 1967-68 
period. 
Thus, barring any serious 
illness,

will 
officially welcome

union delegation at the AFL- 
CIO’s next national convention,

presidential adviser, 
George 
Schultz, to steel union chief I. 
W. Abel and to Meany himself. 
In most places he won support 
for Jim m y’s freedom. 
There is a report that it was 
Woodcock who worked up the 
restrictive clause which pre­ 
vented Hoffa from plunging 
back into the T eam sters, but 
which secured the bantam ’s 
freedom.

Woodcock 
claim ed credit for getting Hoffa 
out of Lewisburg penitentiary 
at Christm as 1971 
So there’s little doubt that the 
auto union will seek the power­ 
ful brotherhood’s reaffiliation. 
The T eam sters have been out 
since 
1957 — officially 
not 
booted from the AFL-CIO on 
corruption charges but because 
Hoffa refused to appear before 
the Executive Council.

of protest. Young lads and 
proper women hissed at her on 
the streets Several times she 
w as 
a rre ste d 
for 
“ im ­ 
personating a 
m ale.” 
Even 
colleagues in the su ffrag e 
m ovem ent 
considered 
h er 
something of a 
freak, 
and 
leaders spread wide the word 
that Dr. Mary was wholly self- 
serving. 
It is probably true that the 
doctor was self-serving. Indeed 
her promotional efforts crushed 
any design she may have had 
on respectability. When she lost 
a sm all clerical job with the 
governm ent pension office 
(allegedly for insubordination) 
she 
took 
to touring dim e 
museums as a sideshow a t­ 
traction. Even near the end of 
her life, still craving attention, 
she cabled Kaiser Wilhelm to 
offer her New York farm as a 
site for World War I peace 
talks. 
For all of it, according to her 
b io g rap h er, C harles McCool 
Snyder, and her grandniece, 
Helen Wilson, Dr. Mary was a 
w om an 
to 
applaud. 
H er 
philosophy of sexual equality is 
widespread today, her ideas on 
dress are in every fashion 
store. Had she been born a 
century later she would in large 
p a rt 
be 
in 
m ain 
line 
womanhood. 
But she was born in 1832. And 
when she died, in 1919, she was 
penniless, ostracized and once 
more obscure. Also she died 
without her Medal of Honor; 
two years previous a m ilitary 
review board had revoked it 
along with those of some 911 
other Civil War recipients. 
There is now a sm all move in 
Congress to restore Dr. M ary’s 
medal. Also, some feel history 
should favor her with greater 
dignity. So what if she was a bit 
balmy? As we await our first 
president of our third century, 
it’s recalled that the founders 
were that way too.

COFFEE SUBSTITUTES 
D ear Editor: 
Listen coffee drinkers, I used 
to drink six or eight cups per 
day But a long, long time ago I 
found there was a lot of sub­ 
stitutes I could use and get a 
more healthful drink, and a 
very delicious one, 
too. 
Of 
course it takes a little time and 
work to achieve this, but to me 
it’s fun and worthwhile. 
I dry spearm int, pepperm int, 
catnip and chickory roots, and 
God knows dandelion roots are 
plentiful I pick red and white 
clover blossoms and dry them, 
use the clover, mint and a sm all 
piece of dried orange peel to 
make a very delicious drink. 
Today I had one-half cup of 
coffee, then drank sassafras tea 
the rest of the day. Caraway 
seed m akes a very delicious 
drink, too. 
Being of Indian 
descent mostly, this has been 
handed down from generation 
to generation. Of course we 
used spice wood, too, but I 
haven’t seen any here, or penny 
rail. I either use honey, the raw 
honey, or dark brown sugar to 
sweeten this — no milk 
is 
needed. We have also used 
ground cornm eal, or should 1 
say maize, browned in an iron 
skillet, then one teaspoon for 
each cup of tea. But it should be 
sim m ered 15or 20 minutes You 


can strain this but I don’t; it’s 
very nourishing 
Now can anyone else give me 
a few pointers on how to beat 
the coffee boom? The price is 
outrageous. 
Just thought I would try to be 
helpful in writing this. We use 
this all the time. I like my 
coffee, too, but it’s like drinking 
gold, which we don’t have.

But Dery is in the "cash m ere 
business" and has been for the 
past 25 years. Only he insists, 
he said in a phone interview, on 
the best for the sw eaters he 
offers A m erica’s women, along 
with his other conservatively 
styled m erchandise 
Those willing to pay roughly 
$95 per top are investing in 
s o m e th in g th a t feels good, 
doesn't crease and. chances 
are. will die only of boredom 
On Dery's part, the price 
reflects 
the scarcity 
of the 
product and the headaches and 
p ro c e ss e s 
in vo lved 
in 
marketing it. 
For starters, good cashm ere 
costs $25 per pound “ But you 
only get 35 per cent pure cash- 
m ere after the guard hair is re­ 
moved " 
Then the hairs are sorted 
according to color — brown 
here, white there — cleaned 
and spun into yarn, after which 
there are still 21 m ore steps in­ 
volved to produce a 
pretty 
turtleneck. 
"O ur cashm ere is also two- 
ply. which m eans you take two 
stran ds instead of one. twist 
them together and then knit. 
It's sturdier, m ore luxurious 
and the m ore you clean it, the 
better it looks.” 


The Chinese apparently know 
all this because "they a r e n ’t 
breeding that many goats so 
they can hold up the price on 
good cashm ere I think they're 
playing a lot of politics w ith it.

declarers won with the jack 


At table one South promptly- 
planked down the queen of 
clubs 
West played low and 
East was in with the king 
East led his last spade to clear 
the suit and declarer could 
only come to eight tricks. 


At the other table South led 
his jack of hearts to dummy’s 
queen and played the deuce of 
clubs 
East played low and 
South's queen took care of 
West's ace 
This left West 
with no way to bring home his 
last two spades South ran off 
with his game contract with 
three diamonds and two tricks 
in each of the other suits. 


East criticized his partner s 
opening lead and it is quite 
true that if West had opened 
any suit except spades South s 
contract would almost surely 
have wound up in the ashcan, 
but East was the real culprit. 
All he had to do was to hop up

These were the m ost revolu­ 
tionary 
recom m en d ation s 
am ong a series of wide-ranging 
proposals in a final report of the 
P r e sid e n t’s C om m ission on 
Olympic Sports subm itted to 
President Ford and President­ 
elect Jim m y Carter. 
The suggested new Central 
S ports O rgan ization 
(CSO) 
would supplant the US.O lym pic 
Com m ission as 
the- national 
supervisory body for com peti­ 
tion at the Olympic G am es and 
would dilute control of am ateur 
athletics by the AAU and the 
NCAA. 
The recom m endation to allow 
p aym en ts 
to 
U S . a th le tes 
w ithou t co stin g them their 
eligibility w as contained in a 
section on am ateurism . The 
report, unveiled at news con­ 
ferences in New York and Los 
Angeles, declared: ‘T h e com ­ 
m ission believes that an am a­ 
teur athlete should be able to 
accept all sports-related reve­ 
nues except those offered for 
com petition itself.” 
The 22-member com m ission,

strikes; 
cutbacks 
in 
inven­ 
tories; restraints on the growth 
of Federal expenditures and the 
m oney supply ; and a lessening 
of con su m er and b u sin ess 
confidence because of the con­ 
tradictory rhetoric of the P resi­ 
dential and other candidates. 
But those “causes 
o f the 
pause” are m oving out of the 
picture, he noted. “No m ajor 
labor contracts expire until the 
second half of the year. The 
selective inventory corrections 
should soon be com pleted ... 
and the bitterness of the elec­ 
tion cam paign is being replaced 
with a refreshing mood of good­ 
will." 
He indicated the annual GNP 
rate of growth should average 
5 4 per cent for the first quarter 
of this year and 6 per cent for 
the rem aining three quarters. 
He noted that the figures reflect 
President-elect C arter’s goals 
for

and 
that 
Arthur Burns, chairm an of the 
Federal R eserve Board, agrees 
that the goals can be accom ­ 
plished. 
HE PREDICTED an average 
rate o f inflation of 5 4 per cent, 
“not the double digit" inflation 
the nation has experienced. He 
backed up his prediction with 
projections on the w holesale 
price index, the consum er price 
index and other factors.

Rhodes to declare an energy 
crisis in Ohio. 
Heckman recom m ended the 
state set up a crisis m anagm e- 
ment program and informaton 
center in the event that energy 
su p p lies d eterio ra te to the 
“point that health and property 
are threatened." 
"In addition to provijing the 
basis for a full crisis m anage­ 
ment effort in the interim this 
information center can serve as 
a clearing house for inform a­ 
tion 
for 
custom ers 
and 
to 
potential suppliers and identify 
individual c r itic a l h ardship 
needs,” he said. 
Heckman also urged Rhodes 
to use the power and persuasion 
of his office to get other natural 
gas com panies not hit as hard 
by the shortage to share their 
gas and to seek federal help in 
alleviating som e problem s that 
could be encountered in in­ 
tercompany gas transfers.

recom m en d that you

At the beginning of the 
present basketball campaign. 
Rick Brook, head mentor at

$1,500 as an office-in-the-home 
deduction when only $900 of 
income is produced there. 
As a further blow to salesmen 
and manufacturers’ repre­

delivery, the new rules say this 
is allowable only if the home is 
the sole fixed location of the 
business.

HOVERCRAFT

DEAR DR LAMB - Can 
you tell me something about a 
disease called pellagra'1 Does 
it cause the mouth to be sore? 
What causes it? Is there any 
cure? 
D E A R 
R E A D E R 
Pellagra is a rare disease in 
our society. It is a good exam­ 
ple of how our nutrition has 
improved over the past 50 
years 
Pellagra was widespread 
among the poor in the United 
States in the 1930s, particular­ 
ly in the South It is a vitamin 
deficiency caused by lack of 
niacin in the diet. People who 
subsist on a corn diet are par­ 
ticularly apt to get it. Much of 
•the world escapes pellagra 
because the people eat corn 
and beans in combination, and 
the beans provide sufficient 
niacin and protein to prevent 
pellagra. 
Pellagra has been known to 
exist for at least 250 years. An 
old dermatology book from 
my library refers to it as a 
disease from fermented 
maize (corn), and notes it was 
especially common in the 
chronically insane (no doubt 
some of the insane were that 
way because of the pellagra). 
The text goes on to state that 
of 258 cases in the Peoria 
State Hospital, 50 per cent 
died. We now know that 
pellagra is caused by a lack of 
niacin. Niacin and other 
vitamins were not even known 
to exist when that text was 
written in 1923. I mention this 
only to point out that despite 
all the concern about our 
modern food, our nutrition is 
far superior to what it was a 
short 50 years ago. 
Yes, it can make your 
tongue sore, but so can other 
vitamin deficiencies and other 
diseases. A person with per­ 
nicious anemia may develop a 
sore tongue. 


Pellagra causes a wide 
variety of symptoms, in­ 
cluding skin changes, usually 
of the parts exposed to the 
sun, inflammation of the lin­ 
ing of the mouth and entire 
digestive system - which 
leads to diarrhea and weight 
loss It can cause psychic and 
emotional disorders including 
hallucinations 
It is an out­ 
standing example of how 
nutrition can be a factor in 
mental diseases 
Niacin is essential in for­ 
ming enzymes that the cells 
use in complex chemical reac­ 
tions to metabolize your food 
The disease is still found in 
some parts of the World where 
the people live on corn and 
corn products and have a pro­ 
tein deficient diet 
You can cure or prevent the 
disease by eating a healthy 
diet. A diet with enough good 
proteins is important Niacin 
is in enriched flour and bread 
making it almost impossible 
for anyone who eats bread to 
become deficient in niacin and 
develop pellagra. Niacin is 
found in lean meats, poultry, 
liver, whole wheat cereals, 
peanuts and mature bean 
seeds. Anyone who takes a 
standard daily vitam in 
preparation which you can 
buy in most grocery stores 
will not have pellagra. 
Balanced diets certainly are 
important to your health and 
will prevent a host of il­ 
lnesses. To give you more in­ 
formation on what is included 
in a balanced diet I am sen­ 
ding you The Health Letter 
number 4-6, Balanced Diet, 
Recommended Daily Dietary 
Allowances (RDA).

An intermittent pumping 
action keeps the wheels rolling 
and helps maintain steering 
control. 
—Have good tires with good 
treads. Better yet, use snow 
tires which provide half again 
as much pulling power in snow 
as regular tires. Studded snow 
tires (used in areas and during 
times when permitted) offer 
still more help on icy surfaces. 
—Always carry 
reinforced 
tire chains in the trunk of your 
ear for use during severe snow 
and 
ice 
conditions. 
They 
provide four to seven times as 
much traction on snow or ice as 
regular tires. 
—Keep your windshield and 
windows clear at all times. 
Replace streaking wiper blades 
gone dedd from exposure to 
sun, wind and oily road film. Be 
sure that your windshield 
washer solution contains ade­ 
quate anti-freeze. 
Whinnery concluded with one 
more vital suggestion: “ A 
driver held fast by a safety belt 
and harness can maintain con­ 
trol better under any condi­ 
tions. If both he and his passen­ 
gers have this protection, they 
will be safer from injury in the 
event an unavoidable craek-up 
does occur.”

Ohio House 
Sets Rules 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (U PI) - 
The Ohio House has adopted its 
rules for the 112th General 
Assembly, but the Senate has 
left the matter undecided until 
February. 
The Senate Democrats voted 
Wednesday, however, to keep 
their party caucuses behind 
closed doors. 
“ The 
vote 
was 
over­ 
whelming, but not unanimous,” 
said Senate President Pro 
Tempore Oliver Ocasek, D- 
Northfield, 
of 
his 
caucus 
decision to keep its discussions 
secret. ‘‘It was a very positive 
discussion. I will not be accused 
of steamrolling anything. 
I 
acted as a referee.” 
Ocasek refused to divulge the 
vote of the 21 senators Other 
senators, however, indicated 
that there was wide disagree­ 
ment on the matter during the 
hour-long caucus in an ante­ 
room off the Senate chamber. 
“ Many felt you couldn't go 
halfway,” said freshman Sen. 
Michael Schwarzwalder, D- 
Columbus, who said he was in 
favor of opening the caucus to 
the public for discussions of 
political matters, but keeping it 
secret for debate on strategy. 
House rules adopted were 
basically the same as those of 
the recently-completed 111th 
session, although the chamber 
agreed with an amendment to 
allow tape recordings of com­ 
mittee meetings by notifying, 
but not asking permission of, 
the chairman. 
The House also went along 
with a Republican amendment 
making records of committee 
meetings open to the public 
whether the chairman consents 
or not. 
Republicans tried five other 
amendments, but failed to get 
them approved. One would 
have removed a provision 
forbidding floor amendments to 
be offered on sections of bills 
previously amended
